REAL MINING 


i It was decided to sink a 
eircular shaft and enlarge} 
the abandoned Altona & 
Morwell Coal Development: 
and Option Co.’s_ shaft} 
to about 12’ in diameter. : 
By using circular cutters 
it was believed that the 
weight: of the cutters would 
eut into the earth and the 
rubble would be removed 
from the centre. As the 
cutters cut deeper into the 
earth, bricks were lined 
around the hole and the 
weight of these on the cut- 
ters forced it to cut 
deeper. Apparently a depth 
of about 50’-60° was reached 
before_ the cutters failed. 
The Engineer was sacked 
and ihe shaft was continued

polygon te a depth of 353°. 


Surface works were con- 
structed. Some time was 
taken to reach the coal, 
but in 1910 a 60°. thick 


seam of brown coal was 
encountered at 324’. The 
ompany applied for the 
railway line to be extend- 
ed from near Altona Rail- 
way Station to the mine. 
This would enable trans- 
portation of coal from Al. 
tona by rail. Extensions 
were approved but the 
Company had to pay the 
cost of constructing the 
line. However the railways 
-refused~ to let their loco- 
motives work beyond Mc- 
Bain Street. The Company 
had to supply its own power 
(horses) to move the rail- 
way trucks to and from 
the mine. It has not yet 
been ascertained whether 
any locomotives did actual- 
ly travel to the mine to 
haul trucks. 

The mine hegan produc- 
tion in November 1910 and 
to the end of that year, 
when the upper mine drives 
(tunnels) were opened up

' Advertisements began ap- 


pearing in newspapers and 
according to one, the first 
train load of brown coal 
(120 tons) ieft Altona on 
January 9, 1911. 


DESCRIPTION OF 
WORKINGS 


A description of the mine 
workings will be of interest. 
The shaft was intended 
.to be used only for venti- 
lation but it was equipped 
with hauling gear to deal 
witn an output of about 
500 tons of coal per 8 hour 
shift. Standing, about 70-80" 
high the wooden poppet 
head had two pulleys on top. 
Two cages were used for 
hauling men, materials and 
coal from the lower work- 
ings. 

Surrounding the poppet 
head was a platform about 
twenty feet high. Along its 
southern side ran the’ broad 
gauge railway from Altona. 

The coal was transported 
within the mine in % ton 
skips (little rail trucks) on 
a two foot gauge ! tram- 
way. The skips _ were 
brought up the shaft in 
either cage, the brace man 
pushed them along the 
rails on the platform to the 
screens. Two screens 
(seives) were used to stop 
the larger lumps of coal 
passing with the waste or 
slack coal into other skips. 
This waste was used in 
operating the mine. The 
large pieces of coal were 
Joaded into trucks on the 
broad gauge railway. 

At the east end of the 
platform stood the mullock 
heap where non coal mate- 
rial was dumped. ; 

The mine had two_boil- 
ers, one a 70 Ib. Babcock 
Water tube and the other 
a fire tube similar to the 
steam locomotive boiler. 
One boiler was always in 
steam 7 days a week to 
supply steam to the : cage:

engines, the electric gene- 
raior and the pump. The 


boilers were fed waste 
brown coal or ‘slack’ from 
the mine. 

A resident. of Altona who 
worked in the mine, look- 
ing after the surface ma- 
chinery part time during 
Wl-1lZ, said that during 


this period the boilers were 
fed 3 cwt blocks of coal 
by means of tongs sus- 
pended from the roof. The 
operater would grip a lump 
of coal with the tongs and 
swing it into the firebox 
of the boiler, Three of 
these blocks usually lasted 
a shift of 8 hrs. The ex- 
mine worker says he was 
paid 18/- ($1.50) per week 
for this job. 

Water was not the pro- 
blem as some still believe. 
The water flowed from 
near the top of the shaft 
down the sides to the bot- 
tom at a rate varying from 
1,000 to 3,500 gallons per 
hour. A steam driven cor- 
nish lift rocker arm pump 
8” x 71/8" at 6 strokes 
to the minute easily coped 
with this water. So much 
so that the pump was 
usually idle for 68 hours 
in 24. This water, flowing 
down the shaft, carried air! 
with it, ensuring the mine 
was adequately ventilated 
for the number of men 
working underground. 


STAFF 


The total number of staff 
employed at any one time 
at the mine does not seem 
to have exceeded 15. In 
the earlier days the num- 
ber was about 10. This in- 
cluded the mine Engineer/ 
Manager, his assistant and 
miners. 
In later years (1918-19) 
jthere were 14 persons em- 
ployed. Mr. Burman, a 
Scotsman, was _the Engi-, 
'neer/Manager. He usually: 
visited the mine two or 


three times a week (Thurs- 
days & Fridays). | 

Mr. A. Stuber, still _liv- 
ing locally was surface 


boy. He was then 14 years 
old and his jobs were to 
pick the ‘woody’ (fossi- 
lized) coal from the rail 
way trucks before despatch 
‘to Altona Station. He also 
fired the boilers and as- 
sisted in many tasks on 
the surface. He was paid 
25/- ($2.50) a_ week on 
starting, but this was in- 
creased to 30/6 ($3.05). 

Three engine drivers 
were employed —_ one 
worked on each shift of 
eight hours to fire the 
boilers and work the cage 
gear. The operator would 
sit on a seat not unlike a 
plough or tractor seat. The 
winch engines, which raised 
and lowered the cages 
were mounted one each side 
of him. He would work 
these engines according to 
the signals sounded on a 
cymbal arrangement at the: 
top of the shaft by the 
cageman pulling on the 
wire in the. shaft. 

Jim Alf O'Hara and 
Harry Ives were the en- 
gine drivers, at least du- 
ring the period 1918-19. The 
braceman was Harry 
Knight. He took delivery 
of the coal when the cage 
reached the surface. 

The carpenter come 
handyman was Sam Phil- 
lips, his brother, Tom. was 
Denuty Manager and black- 
smith. There were four 
miners. George _ Spriggs. 
Mick McClean, John Mc- 
Clean and John Steven. 
Others who worked_in the 
mine are Jim Rayner. 
Earnest Rayner and Alf 
Hansen. re seems to 
have been no serious ac- 
cidents during the period 
ofthe mine's existence. _ 


“UNDERGROUND ~

As stated ‘earlier, the 
first drives (tunnels) were 
evened in November 1910. 
Some difficulty was expe- 
Tienced at first with .earth 
falls considered due to 
ovening the drives too 
soon.

When the drives were put 
further into the coal. the 
brown coal. was so firm 
that no timber supports 
were necessarv. However. 
ta comply with the Mines 
Devartment ‘ regulations. 
seme fimber supports were 
erected. . 

These drives were about 
7-< 8 in width and height. 
Ry the time the -mine 
closed there were about 3 
miles of these tunnels. In 
1914 a lower set of, tun- 
nels were driven through.

_pay for the movement of 
ten trucks even though re- 
quirements never exceeded 
five or six tracks at the 
one time. Each trip the 
company paid for an extra 
four or five trucks never 
iseen or used. 

Due to the lightness and 
large lumps of coal loaded 
into the railway trucks, a 
15 ton capacity truck car- 
ried only 12-13 tons whilst 
‘the ten ton would hold 
about 8% tons. This meant 
that more trucks were re- 
quired to carry a given 
load of coal.

“Happening” capital of South-East 
Hong Kong is the world’s 
most densely populated area and 
after having a look at the place I 
can understand why.

For besides being one of 
the world’s major vacation 
spots,: this island has at- 
tracted minority groups of 
Americans, British, Portu- 
gese and Indians, not te 
forget the thousands of US 
servicemen who spend their 
Rest and Recreation from 
Viemam in this place 
every week, 


_Like any other interna- 
tional pert Hong Keng has 
its famous sights and lights 
but the majority of the 
tourists who flock to this 
part of the world are there 
for a Shopping spree. And 
they inevitably get what 
they came for at a -reason- 
able price because  shop- 
owners go out of their way 
to cater for the interna- 
tional bargain hunter who 
will spend thousands of dol- 
lars every . year. 


One thing that surprises 
me though, is the fact 
that while Hong Kong pro- 
ducts are ‘in abundance all 
over the world it is not so 
easy to buy an original 
Hong Kong product on the 
island. The bulk of the 
merchandise is imported. 
For instance you can buy 
shirts from Britain, Ame- 
rica and Australia. Apples 
come from West Australia 
and most of the Americans 
and Europeans naturally 
eat beef from New Zealand. 
The international tourist 
may buy gifts with a great 
deal of confidence and he 
is safe as long as he re- 
frains from buying wares 
from the never ending 
chain of hawkers who 
abound in every tourist area 
of this kind. 


The serviceman on Rand 
R has to be a little more 
wary. He is now the prime 
target for the con man in 
Hong Kong because he is 
usually out to have a_good 
time for five days. Being 
isolated in places like Viet- 
nam has boosted his pay- 
book to the extent that he’ 
feels an. urgent need to 
spend some of this hard- 
earned cash while he can. 
Consequently the R and R 
man is given a good brief- 
ing before he is let loose 
in a jungle which is un- 
like the environment expe- 
rienced in Vietnam. He is 
told not -to. tip waiters. be- 
cause if is customary in 
Hong Kong to include the 
tip in the bill. Al service- 
men are advised to take 
the special tours offered 
because these tours include 
meals which will save G.I. 
money particularly towards 
the end of the vacation. 

Most servicemen take the 
initiative and try to make 
their money last as long 
as possible. They travel in 
groups and save taxi fares 
by rotating the bill. There 
are six Hong Kong dollars 
to one U.S. and fares are 
seldom more than $1.50
